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Sometimes the Pots are taken upall dry, and To fometimes 
prove beft; fometimes again they are taken up wee. Whether 
this arifeth from the Vapors coming from below, or the moi- 
fture that is fqueezcd out by the weight of the Pots, we cannot 
dtfcern. 

This we obferve. That the Plates that cover the Pots, yield 
better and thicker Flakes, than do the Rolls within. And the 
out (ides, next to the Planks, bigger and better than the infides, 
next to the Rolls, and the Spirits that fird arifeout of theVi» 
negar. 

We therefore quedion much, Whether the ftrongeft bodied 
Vinegar, or the quickeft and (harped, be the mod effeflual ? 

The Accidents to the Workmen are, 

Immediate pain in the Stomack,with exceeding Contortion s 
in the Guts, and Coftivenefs that yields not to Gatharticks, 
hardly to often repeated Clyders: beft to Lenitives, Oil of 
Olives , or Strong new Wort. It brings them alio to acute 
Fevers, and great Afthma’s or Shortnefs of Breath. And thefe 
we find effected principally by the Mineral Steams in the cad- 
ing of the Plates of Lead , and by the Dud of the Flakes. 
Alfo by the Steams coming from out of the Heaps, when the 
Pots are taking up. 

Next, a Vertigo , or dizzinefs in the Head,with continual greac 
pain in the Brows, Blindnefs, Stupidity, and Paralytick Affe¬ 
ctions; lofsof Appetite, Sicknefs, and frequent Vomitings, 
generally of fincere Phlegm, fometimes mixed with Cboler, to 
the extreamed weakning of the Body. And thefe chiefly in 
them that have the charge of Grinding, and over the Drying 
Place.

T He Reverend and Learned Author acquaints us in his Pre¬ 
face with his whole Defign, it being to dethonftrate thefe 
three Things; i. That there is an Omnipotent Underdanding 
Beeing, prefiding over All. 2. That this Beeing hath an Effen* 
tial Goodnefsand Judice: the differences of Moral Good and 
Evil, not being by Will and Law only, but alfo by Nature; 
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according to which the Deity a<5ts and governs Mankind, 

3. That Neceflity not being Intrinfecal to the Nature of every 
thing, but Men having fuch a Power over their own Aftions, 
as to render them accountable for the fame 5 there is therefore 
a Diftributive Juftice running through the World* 

The firft of thefe (againft Atheifin) taketh up this whole 
Book: which is divided into five Chapters. Whereof,the firft 
is an account of the Atomick Pbyfiology , as made the foundation 
of the Demoaritick Fate, that is, the Atomick Atheifin , or 
Material necefiiry of All things without a God. 

Of the Atomick Pbyfiology he difcourfeth principally two 
things: 1 . That it was not the Invention of Democritus or Leu¬ 
cippus 3 but of much greater Antiquity. Proved from the Tra¬ 
dition tranfmitted by Pcfidonius, fc. that it was derived from 
Mofcbus a Phoenician, living before the Trojan Wars, and pro¬ 
bably the fame with Mocbus, mentioned in Jamblichus. From 
Arifiotles Teftimony hereof. And in that Pythagoras,Empedocles, 
and moft of the Ancient Pbyfioiogers, were Atomijls. And by 
other Arguments. And that therefore, all that was true of De¬ 
mocritus and Leucippus, is only,that they were the firft Atheizers 
of the Ancient Atomick Phyjiology. 

2 . That this Atomick Pbyfiology, rightly underftood, is no 
Nurfe to Atheifin, but the greateft defence againft it: being 
founded upon this Principle , That Nothing can becaufedby 
Nothing.From whence it was concluded, That in Natural Gene* 
rations there was no New real Entity produced: And confe- 
quently, That the qualities and forms of Inanimate Bodies, are 
no Entities really diftinft from the Magnitude,Figure,Site, and 
Motion of Parts. And, that Souls are fiibftances Incorporeal, 
nor generated out of Matter. Aliened by Pythagoras , Parme¬ 
nides >L mpedccles, Anaxagoras , and all the belt of the Ancients. 
That upon the fame Principle was founded, the Pythagorick 
Doftrines of the Praexiftence and Tranfmigration of Souls. 
And, that whoever admits and underftands the AtomickJPhyfio • 
logy, muft a’fo acknowledge Incorporeal Subfiance: which is the 
overthrow of Atheifin From thefe Premiffes he concludes,That 
the ancient Mofchical Phyjiology confifted, of Atomical Pbyfiology 
and Pnettmatology. Arid was mangled by Democritus , who fuper- 
feded their Pneumatology: and by Plato and Arijlotlq whofu- 
perfeded their Atomology . 
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In the Second Chapter are contained, all the pretended 
grounds of Rea fon (except thole peculiar to theHjlo&oick form, 
directly contrary to the At omick)for the Atheiftic’k Hypothefis. 
As,That there is no Idea of God. Nothing can be created out of 
Nothing. The Univerfe can confift of nothing buj^Space and 
Body. AfTertionof a Deity, arifiag meerly from the abftratt 
Names and Notions of things. No Beeing efTenrially Incorrup¬ 
tible, becaufe Corporeal.The firft Principle, no Underftanding 
Nature. Soul and Mind begot of Senfelefs Atoms Nothing Im¬ 
mortal. No unmoved firft Mover. All Knowledge and Idea’s, 
junior to the World. The World III made. No Providence : nor 
would it confift with theDeity.Theifm inconfiftent with Civil 
Government. Therefore all fprung from Nature and Chance. 
All which he lays down fairly, and to the gteateft advantage of 
theAtheift. 

The Third Chapter is an Introduction to the confutationof 
Atheifm: containing a particular account of all the feveral 
forms of Atheifm, And firft of the f iylozolck, not noted by any 
Modern, Firfi ftarted bySVr-tfo.in oppofition to the Democr it ick 
Hypothefis: and reviv'd of late by fome, fo fagacious as to fee 
that Hypothefis indefenfible. iV<rjc/,That before Democritus the 
moft anc\tnt.Atheifiick Hypothefis Was,the Edudtion of all things. 
Life and Underftanding it felf, out of Matter, in the way of ge¬ 
nerate and corruptible Qualities; which he ftyleth the Hylo- 
fathian or Anaximandrian ; Anaximander being the Author of 
it, whofe fupream Deity was Infinite Matter: and who was the 
firft Atheifiick Philofopher. Herealfoof the Atheifiick Theogo - 
nifm ; which, though it afferted Many Gods, and alfo One Su- 
pream, yet,that all were generated out of Night and Chaos , aod 
thereinto corruptible. Bcfides thefe, of a fourth, which feetneth 
to be but the corruption of Stoicifm; and which he ftyleth, the 
Coftnoplafiick Form. This concluded the whole World,not fo be 
an Animal (as the Pagan Theijis generally fuppofed) but to be 
One huge Plant,having an Artificial, Plaftickand Vegetable Na¬ 
ture's its higheft Principle. All the faid Forms agreeing in this, 
That all Animality confcious Life and Underftanding is genera¬ 
ted but of Servflefs Matter,and corruptible into ir. Whereto he 
fubjoyns a digrefiion of an Artficial Plafiick Nature; averting, 
that it is#he Inftrument of the Deity. Agreeable to the fenfe of 
beft Philofophers, 'Tis no Occult quality. The Divine Art em¬ 
bodied. 
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bodied, its Qpificer. Without Coufcioufnefs.A&s F atally and 
Sympathetically. Incorporeal. Lodg’d in the Souls of Animals. 
ACenfureof JLDes Cartel's Philosophy. 

In the fourth Chapter the Idea of God is declared, in anfwer 
to t he firft Atheijlick Argument. A large account of the Pagan 
Polytheifm', to remove a grand Objection chat lay in the Authors 
way from thence, againft the Naturality of the Idea of God, as 
including Unity or Onlynefs in it. The rather by him thus fully 
given,becaufe he bad not met with it fufficiently performed be- 
fore. Eugubinus, who hath laboured mo ft in this Sub;e&, having, 
befides other things, given no account of the many Pagan Poe¬ 
tical and Political Gods, what they were; yet agreat part of the 
Authors performance, to prove them really to have been, but 
the Polyonymy of One God. The Author aifo largely infifteth up¬ 
on the Trinity,in order to the giving a full account of the Pagan 
Theology: it being certain,that the Pythagoreans and Platonicks , 
if not others,had iht\r Trinity. Of all which, moft of the prin¬ 
cipal Heads difcourfed,are thefe that follow, viz.
